As Peasly rose he recgived s secoond ball; bat
clinching his arm to his bresst he sprung for-
ward, seizing his opponeént by the knees, who,
in the meanwhile, poundad bim wita the buu
of his pistol, A desperste strogyle ensued,
which was finally transferred to the adjneent
roow. Here the two were separated, Ponsly
being nearly dead with lose of blood, having
been shot twice, while his brain reeled from the
blows on his head.

First Case Under the Civil Rights Law.
A SUIT BY A COLORED MAN IN INDIANA.

A telegram from Lafayetie, Indiana, revorts
that on the 11th instant a colored man named
Barnes, ot thai city, brought a suit aguinei n
prowinent citizen to enforce a contract, The de-
tendant, for answer, sete up that the negro cume
into the State in violation of the thirieenth arti-
clo of the Constitution of the Btate ol Indiana,
which, under puins and pevalties, prohibits ne-
groes lrom coming inio the State, and deburs
them 1rom all rights to enforce contracts, ete,
The plaintild demnrs to the answer, meintaining
that the tairteenth srticle is voud and ol no
etfect, because—

First—It is in contravention of the letter und
gpirit of the Constitution of the United States,

Second—It is in direct conilict with the Con-
stitutional Amendment aboli-hing slavery,

Third—1It 15 void nnder the first scetion of the
Civil Right= bill, which gives to all persons born
in the United States full right to make and en-
forece coutracis, any law, statute, ordinauce, re-
gulation, or cusiom to the contrmry notwitn-
stunding.

The Court sustained the demurrer, and the de
fenflant appealed to the Circuit Courr, which is
now in session, The ease was submitted on Wed-
neaday, amd after nrgoment of counsel, Colonel
R. P. Delart, for appellee, and Colonel W, C,
Wilson for appellant, the case wus taken under
advisement,
